DISASTER DEADLINE IS MAY 7 


Some survivors of the severe storms and 
tornadoes that struck Kentucky Feb. 29 through 
March 3 may not have registered with the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency for 
assistance because they don’t understand the 
process. 

May 7 is the deadline to register for federal 
assistance. FEMA officials say it’s important 
that all tornado victims who suffered damage 
register as soon as possible. 

There are some common myths surround¬ 
ing registration. 

FEMA has attempted to address the most 
common misconceptions including the follow¬ 


ing: 

• There is no income level for FEMA assis¬ 
tance. Anyone with disaster damage or loss 
may be eligible for help. 

• Even people with insurance coverage 
should register with FEMA. FEMA may be 
able to help with uninsured costs. 

• Renters may qualify for assistance for loss 
they suffered. Anyone with damage from the 
storms and tornadoes of Feb. 29 through 
March 3 should register. 

• Registration with FEMA will not effect 
Social Security benefits, taxes, food stamps or 
Medicaid. 


• To register for disaster assistance, you 
must be registered with FEMA by calling 800- 
621-3362 or online at www.Disaster Assistance, 
gov or by a tablet or Smartphone at m.fema. 
gov. 

• FEMA does not make loans. FEMA 
awards grants to help survivors recover. These 
are not loans and do not have to be repaid. 

• There is no paperwork to register with 
FEMA. Registration takes about 30 minutes. 

• If you had damage from another federally 
declared disaster you may register for assis¬ 
tance because you had damage in this disas¬ 
ter. 



‘Flaming’ 
fowl feces 
causes fire

Laura Webster sat on a white wooden 
kitchen chair across the road from her Corinth 
home. 

She watched firefighters from Corinth, 
Williamstown and Dry Ridge, climb the roof 
and peel back the blackened tin roof to shoot 
streams of water inside. 

Williamstown Fire Chief Les Whalen ran 
in and out of the frame home grabbing per¬ 
sonal items, including a motorized wheel¬ 
chair, a metal cane and family photos, laying 
them on the grass in Webster’s front yard. 

He gingerly carried a pair of metal-framed 
eye glasses and a medication dispenser and 
handed them to Webster, as she continued to 
sit quietly and watch the firefighters’ prog¬ 
ress. 

The fire, which broke out around 2:15 
p.m. on April 18, was contained to the home’s 
living room and attic. 

Webster and her daughter, Barb Begley 
and brother, Doug Webster, were home at the 
time. 

Begley said Doug said he smelled smoke. 
Begley said they went outside and noticed 
smoke by the roof. 

They quickly ran back inside and got 
Laura to safety. 

“By then, the smoke was pouring out of 
the end of the house,” Begley said. 

Webster has lived in the home on Old 
Depot Lane for about eight years.

the taxing district is voted 
down and the court’s pro¬ 
posal moves ahead.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Pruning chores after 
the big spring bloom 

J une 1 is the official cut off that marks the 
difference between a spring bloomer and 
a summer bloomer. Does it matter that 
you know? Yes, if you want to properly prune 
because pruning after June 1 could result in no 
blooms next year. This spring was a great one 
for spring bloomers: lilacs, viburnums, azaleas, 
rhododendrons and many others were all able to 
do their thing without a major frost or freeze 
here at the farm. Our friends to the north may 
have experienced more cold pressure so pruning 
considerations may be in order to clean up some 
damage; for the rest of us pruning spring bloom¬ 
ers is a matter of general maintenance to keep 
shrubs in shape over the long term. Many of our 
favorite spring bloomers invariably grow out of 
control so the question arises, “when is the best 
time to prune?” 

Spring to your step 

If you want to maintain your spring blooms, 
then pruning spring bloomers right after their 
blooms fade is the goal. The rule of thumb that 
gardeners live by when it comes to pruning 
blooming shrubs: if it blooms before June 1, it 
blooms on buds set last year; if it blooms after 
June 1, it blooms on new growth from the cur¬ 
rent season. Most spring flowering shrubs will 
have set all their buds for next year by this July. 

Even if your shrub is still in good form a little 
pruning each year is not a bad idea because the 
pruning cuts stimulate new vigorous growth 
which keeps everyone 
looking good without a 
major overhaul. If you 
have ever tried to tackle 
an old lilac or viburnum, 
you will appreciate the 
wisdom here; over grown 
shrubs can be difficult to 
prune if they have gone 
too long without attention. 
When pruning set a goal 
that includes reducing 
size, thinning and remov¬ 
ing the oldest, dead or pest 
damaged wood. Another 
rule of thumb is that we 
should only remove about 
one third of a shrub at a time. All this pruning 
will encourage new, vigorous growth and will 
improve the overall appearance and health of an 
old shrub.

Summer blooming shrubs like spirea and 
weigelia can still be pruned, as well, although it 
is best to get this done in early spring. Pruning 
now will delay your summer bloom a little but 
the act of pruning will encourage new growth 
and bloom. 

Evergreens like boxwood, taxus and holly are 
best pruned after the threat of frost has passed in 
spring so you can still tackle the chore now to 
reduce size and thin the shrubs. These ever¬ 
greens will put out vigorous new growth after 
pruning so don’t be afraid to do some hard prun¬ 
ing on these if major rejuvenation is needed. 
Your next opportunity to thin and prune these 
evergreens is in late summer, early enough for 
the new growth (that is always stimulated after 
making a pruning cut) to harden off before our 
first frost. 

While the recommendation for fertilizing 
woody plants is to do so in the fall of the year, 
spring bloomers and evergreens benefit from a 
little fertilization in the spring as they push new 
growth, bloom and set buds. Most of these 
plants like a lower soil pH, as well, so some 
composted manure with a layer of pine straw 
mulch or a light application of a fertilizer formu¬ 
lated for acid-loving plants will help to maintain 
an agreeable soil pH. There are some new sea- 
based fertilizers for acid-loving plants that are 
formulated from lobster shell and seaweed, for 
example, if you are looking for an organic alter¬ 
native.

KSP, DEA collaborate to 
‘Take Back’ prescription drugs 

Kentucky State Police will partner with the Drug Enforcement 
Agency on Saturday, April 28 in a collaborative effort to remove 
potentially dangerous controlled substances from home medicine 
cabinets. 

This is the fourth national DEA ‘Take Back” initiative the 
agency has participated in. KSP collected over 1,000 pounds of 
prescription dmgs during previous programs, according to a state 
police press release. Collection activities will take place from 10 
a.m. until 2 p.m. at KSP posts across the state. 

KSP Commissioner Rodney Brewer said he hoped citizens 
will take advantage of the opportunity to rid their homes of 
expired or unwanted prescription medications. 

Ft. David Jude, KSP spokesperson, advised that the program 
is designed to be easy for citizens and offered the following tips 
for those interested in participating: 

• Participants may dispose of medication in its original con¬ 
tainer or by removing the medication from its container and dis¬ 
posing of it directly into the disposal box. 

• All solid dosage pharmaceutical product and liquids in con¬ 
sumer containers may be accepted. Fiquid products, such as 
cough symp, should remain sealed in their original container. The 
depositor should ensure that the cap is tightly sealed to prevent 
leakage. 

• Intra-venous solutions, injectibles, and syringes will not be 
accepted due to potential hazard posed by blood-borne patho¬ 
gens. 

• Illicit substances such as marijuana or methamphetamine are 
not a part of this initiative and should not be placed in collection 
containers. 

“This effort symbolizes KSP’s commitment to halting the 
disturbing rise in addiction caused by the misuse and abuse of 
unwanted prescription dmgs and serves as another means of keep¬ 
ing dmgs out of the hands of our young people,” Jude said.

Braves fall to Bearcats 5-4

The Grant County 
Braves fell a hit short of 
making a comeback win 
against the Walton-Verona 
Bearcats, losing 5-4 on a 
breezy evening, April 23 
at Grant County High 
School. 

It was a pitcher’s duel 
through the first four 
innings of the game, as 
Braves pitcher Wyatt 
Glass had a shutout 
going. 

“Wyatt has been great 
for us,” Braves coach 
Darrick Lee said after the 
game. “We are just mak¬ 
ing bad choices defen¬ 
sively. Glass is a knuckle- 
ball pitcher, so that means 
there are going to be a lot 
of groundballs so we just 
have to field them.” 

The Bearcats got the 
offense going with three 
runs off of Glass in the top 
of the fifth inning, after a 
bit of wildness from the 
defense on some plays. 

Lee flip-flopped Jordan 
Martin and Blake Dills 
from shortstop to second 
base to ease some pres¬ 
sure. 

“I wanted to give some 
of my guys that are want¬ 
ing to perform well a 
change of scenery so I 
could relieve some pres¬ 
sure off of them,” Lee 
said.

How to get an 
offer accepted 


Y ou found your dream home. You’ve 
done your homework, gotten pre¬ 
approved for a loan and what’s even 
better, you’ve qualified for the $5,000 Welcome 
Home grant to help you make your downpayment. 
Everything is going your way. The big question is, 
How do you get the seller to accept your offer? 

Here are a few tips for getting your offer 
accepted and getting to the closing table. 

• Offer above list price. I know - that goes 
against your grain. But if you love the house and 
don’t want to take a chance on someone outbid¬ 
ding you, offer more than what they’re asking. 
Sellers love that! 

• Write a letter and have your agent attach it to 
the offer telling the sellers why the house is perfect 
for you and your family.

• Even better - have a home inspection so you 
know what you’re getting but offer to purchase the 
home “As Is”. 

• Do not ask the sellers to include personal 
property in the offer. Sure you love the dining 
room table and hutch and the mg in the living 
room and how about throwing in the treadmill and 
all the window treatments? All of these items will 

complicate the 
offer and lenders 
do not like to see 
personal property 
included in a con¬ 
tract. Asking for 
kitchen appliances 
is fine and custom¬ 
ary but buy your 
own furniture. 

Respect the sell¬ 
ers and their prop¬ 
erty. Don’t mn the 
property down in 
an effort to try to 
get a reduced pur¬ 
chase price. Most sellers are proud of their homes 
and when a buyer points out everything that they 
dislike about the property, it makes sellers feel 
defensive and wonder why you are making an 
offer. 

• Make sure your agent is personable and 
works well with other agents. The whole goal here 
is to make the deal work for the buyer and the 
seller - not to alienate the sellers and their agent. If 
your agent is uncooperative or does not communi¬ 
cate well, it will be a difficult experience for every¬ 
one. Offer the sellers a restaurant gift card with an 
accepted offer - preferably one for a restaurant that 
delivers - they will really appreciate it on moving 
day. 

• Be a smart buyer. There are ways to get a 
great deal, while respecting sellers and their prop¬ 
erty - and in the end everybody feels good about 
that.

A country ham business that 
was started by a Paris couple in 
1970 in their garage has found its 
way to Grant County and is find¬ 
ing its way onto area restaurants 
menus and specialty stores. 

David Sponcil, a native of 
Grant County, purchased 
Browning’s Country Hams in 
March 2011 and ever since he’s 
been about spreading the word 
about his tasty product. 

Sponcil is a 1988 graduate of 
Grant County High School. He 
graduated from the University of 
Kentucky with a degree in busi¬ 
ness management and market¬ 
ing. 

He previously worked as a 
regional salesman for Clark 
Technology and Kawasaki before 
seeing an opportunity to buy a 
business that he could operate 
from his Dry Ridge home. 

As a regional salesman, 
Sponcil spent a lot of time on the 
road traveling between dealer¬ 
ships in seven states. It was dur¬ 
ing these travels that he met Paul 
and Reba Browning. 

The couple operated a restau¬ 
rant and when Paul took one of 
the hams his father, William P. 
Browning, had cured, to sell, it 
was gone in less than a week.

As word of theham’s popular¬ 
ity spread, Browning began to 
help his father cure more for the 
restaurant and people who asked 
to purchase them. 

Customers told them the hams 
they bought from them were 
good, but not as good as what 
they served in the restaurant, so 
Reba began cooking them for the 
customers, which brought a whole 
new wave of business. 

Finally, the demand was so 
high, hams and other products 
such as different varieties of 
bacon and Amish cheese were 
being shipped worldwide. 

The Brownings decided to 
retire and Sponcil was looking for 
something that didn’t require con¬ 
stant travel as well as a business 
to allow him to work for himself, 
so he bought their country ham 
business. 

The hams are actually cured 
for a year by a vendor in central 
Kentucky using the Browning’s 
90-year-old recipe, which fea¬ 
tures salt and sugar. 


That is something Sponcil 
doesn’t plan on changing. 

“It’s proven to be successful 
so why mess with it,” he said. 

The Brownings relied on word 
of mouth to bring them business 
and while Sponcil believes one 
taste will bring a customer back, 
he has embraced technology and 
has improved his company’s 
website (www.browning- 
scountryham.com) and added a 
Facebook page. 

Sponcil also takes the product 
on the road to events such as the 
Grant County Fair, festivals and 
other food shows. 

Sponcil plans to attend the 
Scott County Fair, the Incredible 
Food Show in Fexington, Wool 
Fest in Falmouth, Georgetown’s 
Festival of the Horse, the Ryle 
High School Craft Show, as well 
as other festivals in Berea and 
Columbus this year. In March, 
Sponcil was invited to Kentucky 
Crafted: The Market in 

Fexington. 

Browning’s Country Hams 
are certified through the Kentucky 
Proud program. Browning’s 
Country Hams are also served at 
Country Grill Restaurant in Dry 
Ridge, the Bistro and Holly Hill 
in Midway, Ky. and seven other 
restaurants around the area. 

“The Brownings never had a 
store, just sold out of the restau-

rant and were successful,” Sponcil 
said. “When I purchased the busi¬ 
ness, I didn’t want to change the 
quality of the product, I just want 
to market it.” 

He’s done just that by creating 
direct mail pieces and sending 
them out before Easter to feature 
a new product called the Easter 
ham. 

His goal is to have Browning’s 
Country Hams in all 50 states. He 
picked up Alaska and Hawaii this 
year bringing his current total to 
37 states. 

He also plans to open a retail 
outlet, preferably in Grant County, 
some day. 

“I’ve always been proud of 
Kentucky, no matter what state I 
was in, and feel like I’ve been a 
good representative. I want to 
make sure we have a good 
image,” he said.

POLICE NEED HELP TO 
IDENTIFY HIT/RUN DRIVER

Police need the public’s help in identifying the driver of a 
vehicle that drove the wrong way on Taft Highway, struck two 
other vehicles, ran off the road and left the scene before police 
arrived. 

The incident occurred at 7 a.m. on Friday, April 20 at the 
intersection of Taft Highway and Warsaw Road. 

Dry Ridge Police Chief Rick Kells said witnesses described 
the car as a maroon Pontiac. 

“The suspect was driving south in the north bound lane,” 
Kells said. 

The Pontiac first hit a 1995 Ford driven by Lou Burke of Dry 
Ridge and then a 2010 Honda driven by John Goodwin of 
Union. 

Neither of the drivers were seriously injured and one of them 
gave chase. 

Police said the Pontiac turned west onto Taft Highway from 
Warsaw Road and wrecked at the bottom of a hill. 

“Witnesses said it ran off the road but drove on,” Kells said. 

Police believe the vehicle sustained heavy damage. Kells is 
hoping someone saw something that will help them identify the 
driver of the Pontiac. 

“What’s scary is that this happened as kids and buses were 
on the road for school,” Kells said. “This could have been a seri¬ 
ous accident.”

Her brother moved in with her in January following a fire 
in his apartment. 

The home is owned by Billy Ratcliff. 

Begley said her mother did not have renter’s insurance 
but would stay with family in the area. 

“I just hope the damage isn’t too bad,” she said. 

Corinth Fire Chief Lonnie Kuhn said the fire is believed 
to have started when a bird dropped a cigarette butt or by 
decomposition of a bird nest or bird droppings. 

“The state fire marshal ruled out electrical and those 
were the only things they could really come up with,” Kuhn 
said. 

Firefighters were on scene for about four and a half 
hours. 

Kuhn estimated the damage at $10,000. 

He said firefighting efforts were hampered initially by 
the lack of manpower, at least until the other departments 
arrived. 

“It was a wonderful job between all three departments 
for a save of this house,” Kuhn said.

Crittenden teen knows first-hand 
how organ donations are needed

If there is one message that Crosby Fugate of 
Crittenden wants to get out to the public it 
would be the importance of becoming an organ 
donor. 

When Fugate was 12 years old, he got sick. 

He couldn’t eat for days. His mother, Done, 
thought he had a vims. 

When his illness lingered, he ended up 
spending three weeks in the hospital. 

A liver test confirmed that Fugate had pri¬ 
mary sclerosing cholangitis, a liver disease 
caused by progressive inflammation and scar¬ 
ring of the bile ducts of the liver. 

“We kept hoping and thinking they were 
wrong,” said his mother, sitting across from her 
19-year-old son at the family’s kitchen table, last 
week. 

Surgeons removed 
Fugate’s gall bladder and 
tried different medications 
and he got better for nearly 
a year, but then he began 
experiencing fiver infec¬ 
tions. 

Small boned and of 
slight build, the teenager’s 
health continued to decline 
until he rarely had the ener¬ 
gy to leave the couch. 

He could no longer read, 
something he loves to do. 

He couldn’t watch televi¬ 
sion or play a game with his 
family because he suffered 
from terrible headaches and 
short term memory loss. 

On Dec. 4,2009, he was 
added to the transplant fist and then the waiting 
began. 

“I was pretty confident I could find a match, 
eventually,” he said. 

As Fugate’s health deteriorated, his family 
watched helplessly. 

“It was so hard,” Done said. “He was so sick 
at Christmas that he could barely open his pres¬ 
ents. I know he made an effort for us because he 
thought it might be his last Christmas.” 

“It was a test of faith,” he said. 

By January 7, Fugate was so sick he had 
become a little more than a walking skeleton so 
he entered the hospital. He was too sick to be 
home and was fed through his veins. 

“I became pretty convinced that I wasn’t 
going to get a fiver,” he said. 

His mother, father, Greg and brother, Kessler, 
spentmostdays and nights with him at Children’s 
Hospital. They celebrated Kessler’s birthday in 


the hospital. 

“He (Kessler) was my rock,” Done said. 
“All he wanted was his brother home.” 

During that time, both Crosby and Done 
said, the prayers, cards and well wishes from the 
community were what got them through the 
darkest of days. 

“People we didn’t even know sent cards and 
he was on so many prayer fists,” Done said. 
“Our church was so amazing.” 

Before his illness, Crosby looked forward to 
spending time in youth activities at Sherman 
Church of Christ. When he was unable to join 
them, they sent cards frequently and often vis¬ 
ited him at the hospital. 

His mother said he often received 10 cards in 
one day. 

During his hospital stay, he got close to the 
doctors, nurses and other patients. 

He befriended a 7-year-old nicknamed 
‘Tater’ from Ohio who was 
waiting on a pancreas, small 
intestine and fiver transplant. 
He also met a 4-year-old named 
Hope who died waiting for an 
organ that never came. 

Fugate got the organ he des¬ 
perately needed when a donor 
fiver became available. 

The Fugates know the donor 
was male and the same size and 
weight as Crosby, but that’s all 
they know. Last year, Crosby 
wrote the family a letter thank¬ 
ing them for choosing organ 
donation. 

“I just felt like that was what 
I should do to thank them,” he 
said. 

“Whether we ever meet the 
donor’s family, they are a part of us forever and 
we pray for them every day,” Done said. 

As soon as he woke up from the surgery, he 
felt better. 

“I was surprised by that,” he said. “But I 
really felt better right away. I wanted to get up 
and walk.” 

Seventeen days after Crosby’s transplant, he 
went home. 

He was able to resume his home school stud¬ 
ies and graduated from high school in the sum¬ 
mer. He will enter the pre-med program at 
Thomas More College this fall. 

Dorie’s brother became an organ donor 13 
years ago when he passed away unexpectedly. 

“By donating you can help eight people with 
things like eyes, or skin grafts or tendons even,” 
she said. 

She, along with several of her family mem¬ 
bers, became organ donors immediately after 


her brother died. 

Crosby’s ordeal has taught him not to sweat 
the small things in fife and has given him a desire 
to want to help people, which is why he’s plan¬ 
ning to pursue a career as a pediatric transplant 
hepatologist, who takes care of people after a 
transplant. 

Each year on April 9, the anniversary of the 
transplant, Crosby and his family do something 
special. The first year he tried sushi and this year 
it was fried Oreo cookies. 

In 2011, he requested a cake that looked like 
a healthy fiver complete with veins and arteries. 

He’s been able to return to the things he 
enjoys like hiking and being outside. 

Last year, he spoke to a group of students 
about organ donation. 


“The message was there aren’t enough donors 
to go around and people die waiting,” Crosby 
said. 

Crosby’s gift of a fiver gave him a future, but 
he knows unless more people become organ 
donors, more people will die waiting for trans¬ 
plants. 

“I wish everyone could walk down the halls 
of the hospital to see a little baby or a 20-year-old 
dying as they wait for an organ donation,” 
Crosby said. “The hospitals and doctors can’t do 
anything for them but the public can by signing 
their donor card.”

From art to zoology, students can con¬ 
tinuing learning this summer at 
ExploreMore!, an enrichment program for 
gifted and talented youth in kindergarten 
through eighth grade, 

The four-day program through Northern 
Kentucky University’s Institute for Talent 
Development and Gifted Studies will be 
held from 8:30 to 11:30 a.m. June 25-28 at 
NKU-Grant County Center in 
Williamstown. 

Registration began April 1 and is limit¬ 
ed and first-come, first-served. 

“We offer an ever-changing variety of 
courses in science, mathematics, visual 
and performing arts and original interdisci¬ 
plinary studies,” said Kimberly Clayton- 
Code, associate professor and director of 
the Institute for Talent Development and 
Gifted Studies. 

Students choose their own classes on a 
first-come first-served basis. 

Classes, which are limited to provide 
each student with individualized instruc¬ 
tion, are taught by teachers who select 
their own course topics. 

For this session of ExploreMore!, stu¬ 
dents will be grouped according to their 
grade levels and will experience five class¬ 
es each day. 

Topics will include:

• Science Magicians—In this class, stu¬ 
dents will explore the wonders of the sci¬ 
entific world by conducting hands-on 
experiments, investigations and research 
utilizing the scientific method. 

• Technology Explorations — Students 
will explore learning through the world of 
technology creating and publishing their 
own technology masterpieces. 

• Zoology—Have you ever heard of an 
aye-aye, an elephant nosefish, a white¬ 
eyed assassin bug, or a potto? In this 
exploration, students will discover many 
different kinds of animals, their habitats 
and foods. 

“The classes provide a high level of 
challenging, authentic, hands-on learning 
experiences,” Clayton-Code said. 
“Participating students are encouraged to 
develop skills in creative thinking, prob¬ 
lem-sol vin g and independent learning.

Tuition fees are $95, and there will be 
an additional $25 processing fee for late 
applications.
